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DUBLIN MONEY MARKET— Fs. 7. 

English Funds opened this morning at 94j-4, re- 
ceded during the day, and became slightly better at 
the close ; but the recovery was not sufficiently great 
to give the market the appearance of firmness. The 
delay in presenting the Budget has caused a very un- 
easy feeling in London, and in consequence business is 
not as active as it might otherwise be. This uneasi- 
ness has been partaken of to a considcrable extent in 
the manufacturing districts, and orders are ina great 
measure stopped in any descriptions ef produce likely 
to be affected by the Chancellor's statement. 

In our market for Funds there was considerable 
weakness, owing to a pressure of money sales, attribu- 
table, probably, to a continuation of the Stock settle- 
ment. 

Debentures and deferred City were both dealt in 
at prices, there being a reduction of 10s. in each 
case, which may be owing either to the advance in the 
value of money, or to some feeling in connection with the 
Dublin Water Works Bill, as it uses by telegraph 
that Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon’s objections to the bill 
were set aside. 

Banking Shares were in good demand, and of Hi- 
bernians, Nationals, and Royals, there were buyers ; 
City of Dublin Steam Shares were sellers as on yester- 
day and Ean days, as were also |)undalk Company 
Shares; but British and Irish, and Dublin and Glasgows 
were steady. 


In Mining Shares there was no change worthy of 
nutice, but t were buyers of Mining Company of 
Ireland at the prices quoted, 13 one-eighth ; there were 
also buyers of Alliance Gas, National Insurance, and 
Grand Canals. 

The Railway Share Market may be said to be 
weak; there were buyers of Cork and Bandons, 
Belfast Junctions, Dublin and Wicklows, and Irish 
South Easterns at last prices. With reference 
to Belfast Junctions, a dividend of 44 per cent. 
is announced, being « better one, as we anticipated; it 
ts also believed that a good surplus is to be carried for- 
ward, but the amount is not announced; Great Southern 
Stock was steady ; but there were sellers of Kingstown 
Stock, Dundalk and Enniskillens, Midlands and II. 
mericks. There are still buyers of Bandon J'reference, 
which have been done at increased rates ; Dundalk and 
Enniskillen Preference steady, but Great Southern 4 per 
cent. offered at par. 

Advices from the North state that a very active de- 
mand is expected for manufactured linens, and the short 
supply of flax is the principal impediment to increased 
business ; so that the raw matcrial must be sought for 
in the foreign markets.

This case is, of 
course, illustrative of all similar cases in which a 
judgment of insanity has to be reversed. ‘The motion 
was simply one to empower the lunatic's counsel to 
obtain papers, memoranda, Ac., and to provide sume 
funds out of his estate for the carriage of the proceed. 
The law.is very merciful to the dead, and, asa 
lunatic is dead in law, to the dead man’s relatives. 
They may employ Queen's counsel, senior and junior 
counsel---in fact, a magnificent array of gentlemen 
learned in the law, without the cost of one farthing 
to themselves. All the costs are paid out of the 
lunatic’s estate, as long as it lasts. When it is ex- 
pended, probably, there will be no opposition offered 
to those who assert he issane. We have thus, not in 
this case only, but in every lunacy case, the curious 
proceeding of compelling a man to pay those who 
prove him to be mad. When the Romans condemned 
a man to exile, he was compelled to defray the ex- 
penses of his travel. So the lunatic, and the lunatic 
alone, pays all the costs of proceedings, whether for 
or against him. Nomatter how the charge of insa- 
nity may have been got up, no matter what fraud or 
error may be discovered, the unhappy owner 
of a desirable property is mulcted in all the costs, 
and the law pleasantly exhauste all the means of the 
alleged lunatic, to prevent anextravagant use of them 
by himself. 

We are informed that the expenses of that one 
day's preliminary proceedings amounted to near 
470! and that the cost of traversing the commission 
cannot be less than £500. Add to these sums the 
fearin! cost of a Commission de Lunatico Ia, ui, 
and you will be inclined to believe that a charge of 
insanity is enough to make a man insane. But 
while the estate of the unhappy object of such pro- 
ceedings is bleeding at every pore, his aecusers are 
not called upon to expend a groat. If a man be 
proved to be sane, he has the satisfaction of paying the 
expenses of the commission.

When a man's income depends 
entirely upon the number of his patients, buman 
nature tells us he will not, and canhot. be very 
anxious to work a cure which will deprive him of his 
bread. The temptation to retain a source of profit 
is too great. ‘Ihe liberty of a fellow subject must 


not be subjected to the necessities of an individual. 


For these reasons, we think that no private asylums 
should be tolerated by the law. ‘The State should 
be their guardian rather than their keeper, and phy- 
sicians, fully responsible to, and appointed by, the 
State, should done have power to keep a fellow- 
being immured in a living grave.

But this answer can only be maintained by 
maintaining the Income-tax, and thus, with the reduc- 
tion of duties on foreign wines and spirits, all chance of 
relief from this tax finally disappears. It is to be the 
tax of the richer classes against the indirect taxation 
chiefly aimed at the working classes. This is far 
from an agreeable prospect. It is, in fact, the 
Income-tax that is the chief subject of this treaty, and, 
in concert with France, it is laid upon us as a perpetual 
impost. The wine and spirit duties may, indeed, in the 
course of years, become as productive at the lower rate 
as at the higher; but it is not to be supposed that the 
duties on the poor man's glass of beer or the poor 
man's cup of tea will stand at their present rates, if 
the gentleman's glass of wine is to be reduced; and in 
the face of an equal and general reduction the Income- 
tax can never be taken off. We hope Mr. Gladstone 
will be able to give us a more cheerful view of the case 
next Friday.

Tue Drama Reatisev.—A curious incident occurred 
afew nights ago, in Paris, in the course of the perfor- 
mance ot the piece called“ L’Histoire d'un Drapeau” 
at the Cirque Imperial. One of the scenes represents a 
number of soldiers of the Kepublican army in Egypt, 
exhausted with fatigue and overcome with heat, grumb- 
ling with their lot, when General Bonaparte arrives 
and pacifies them. They, however, point out to him 
one of their comrades, a young volunteer, who appears 
on the brink of death, and the general orders that he 
shall be conveyed into his own tent and receive every 
attention. The soldiers applaud, and the public follow 
the example. On the evening in question an old man 
in the gallery, on seeing the young voluntecr removed to 
the tent, jumped up and cried out with great emotion, “ It 
was I! it was 1!“ He then related to the people near 
him that the incident in the drama had really occurred, 
and that it was he who had figured in it. On the con- 
clusion of the performance, a sort of ovation was paid to 
the old man. 

Fix ANA Crisis ix Russia. —A letter from St. 
Petersburg of the 24th ult. says:—“ In Russia a finan- 
cial crisis, which is almost as severe as that in Austria, 
prevails; but there is this difference in the situation of 
the two countries—the foreign credit of Austria is des- 
troved, whilst Russia enjoys the confidence of foreign 
capitalists from the exactness with which she has con- 
stantly fulfilled her engagements. Owing to that crisis 
the precious metals are being hidden, and even copper 
money has become so scarce that a premium is paid 
when it is given for paper. The commercial community 
hopes that the Government will keep its promise to re- 
duce the amount of paper money, and to put into circu- 
lation from 25,000,000, to 30,000,000 of roubles in new 
copper coin. So great is the scarcity of small coin that 
notes are cut into pieces to represent such coin, and re- 
tail traders have issued a sort of paper tokens which 
they agree among themeelves to accept as coin.” 

Ixpta Corrox Surriy.—Here are some figures for the 
Cotton Supply Association which ought to satisfy them 
that they need not fear lest the supply of cotton from 
India should fall short. The exports of cotton from 
Bombay to Europe last year were 623,6054 bales, being 
an increase over the preceding years exports of 
268,552 bales. The exports in China up to the end of 
1859 were 161,016, which also shows an increase over 
the exports of 1858 of 59,872 bales. Thus, our total ex- 

ports of cotton were 785.5214 bales, against 457,297 for 
1858. Taking each bale at 580lbs., and supposing —a 
low estimate—the price of Surat cotton at Liverpool to 
he 4. a pound, this represents a cotton export trade of 
five millions sterling. —Dom/ay Cacctte.

The rifled 12-pounders could 
easily reach them, but hardly worth while ex. 
pending the ammunition, which may be much better em- 
ployed when we advance upon Tetuan. This we shall! 
do, it is generally expected, within three or four days. 
It e presumed that the plan adopted will be to take the 
field artillery to within casy range ot the place, and to 
throw in shell, tosce what the Moors propose doing.
